Music for the “ Parents' Review ” School (Summer Term) and other Members 
Music fort ^ ^ L r ;no «, by Mrs. Howard Glover. 

In order to complete the scheme of musical education already set forth i Q 
the syllabus of the Parents’ Review School, it is proposed to publish quarterly 
in this magazine, a list of six pieces, with which the pupil is to become not 

only acquainted, but familiar, during the term. 

The execution of music, and practice in the technique of the art, is only 
one side of a musical training. It is also necessary to train the ear to an 
understanding of the classics, in order that a child may enter into the 
heritage which genius has bequeathed to him ; in order, too, that he should 
understand and love the literature of music, in the same way that we try to 
imbue him with an appreciation of all the great masterpieces of writers and' 
painters. 

With this end in view, it is suggested that during the coming three months- 
the teacher, parent, or any available friend, should play the following com- 
positions to the children, beginning with one movement if necessary, and 
gradually extending the repertoire , until they become well-known and loved- 
If no executant is at hand, the services of a pianola need not be disdained,, 
although, of course, it must be regarded as a second best. 

A daily musical half-hour of this nature will be found to awaken keen 
musical enthusiasm in the children, even in those who have shown no 
aptitude in their music lessons, and the idea of music will be lifted above the 
drudgery which is inseparable from the practice of technical difficulties. 

A clever teacher will further make use of this opportunity for hints on 
musical form and musical history, as brought out and illustrated in what is 
being played. The pieces selected this month do not present any great 
difficulty, and might be studied and performed by the more advanced pupils

Tragic Drama, by Lewis Campbell, M.A. (Smith Elder, 7/6) The subject of 
tragedy is before the public; and Professor Lewis Campbell handles it with 
singular insight and power. We think, too, that we gain by the comparative 
treatment of Aeschylus, Sophocles and Shakespeare. Like another successful 
student of the subject, the author considers that tragic action is confined to 
a great crisis in a great life ; that the greatness must be both outward and 
inward ; and that the sense of tragedy takes hold of reader or spectator when 
he becomes aware of an impending fate against which the free-will of the 
subject is powerless. There are passages of exquisite criticism scattered 
throughout the volume. “ His (Aeschylus’) contemplation is extended to the 

race ; that of Sophocles centres more in an individual destiny for 

Sophocles, behind and above the sadness which he portrays — at once com- 
prehending and transcending it — stands the vision of the moral law which 
is the same from everlasting.” Again, “ the dramatic poet in virtue of his 
function stands nearer to the living language of men than any other literary 

artist Here are two great factors which must both be recognised — 

the spontaneous, instinctive fancy which gives its stamp to current parlance 
and the refining influence of poetic feeling.” After the study of Professor 
Campbell’s volume, we shall be the more open to that purging by pity which 
is the intention of tragedy. 

The Awakening of Japan , by Okakura Kakuro (Murray, 5/- net). This 
is a profoundly interesting volume. Okakura Kokuro having been, as he 
tells us, from early youth fond of old things,” devoted his youth to archaeo- 
logical research. In 1886 he was sent to America and Europe to report on 
Western art education. Later he was appointed director of the Imperial 
Art School of lokio, half of the faculty of which in 1898 resigned and 
started Nippon Bijitsuin, where are kept up the ancient traditions of native 
art.

The Addison Temperance Reader, by William Finnemore (Addison & Co ) 
is for the most part a popularly written manual of physiology designed 
to show that the use of alcohol, and also that of tobacco, injure and finally 
destroy body and mind. Verse, tale and picture help to make the book 
interesting and we certainly think that an appeal to the intelligence of our 
boys and girls upon this subject should bear fruits in their after life. 

Heart of my Heart, by Ellis Meredith (Methuen, 6/-). The reflections of 
a woman about to become a mother — some of them judicious, some of them 
inspiring, but the whole a little spoiled by the sentimental attitude suggested 
bv the title. 

The Carmelite Classics, including Lycidas (C)d.), The Ancient Mariner (4 d.), 
The Lays of Ancient Rome (Gd.), Gray’s Elegy (4 d.). The Traveller (Gd.), 
(Marshall & Son). Charming little books in red covers with briar rose adorn- 
ment.
